To protect employers from racke- 


teering by oragni/crs

groups, the president required that 
all code authority rates of assess- 
ments and budgets of expenditures 
must be approved by Administrator 
Hugh S. Johnson before a penny can 
be collected. 


The executive order does not com- 


mand that every firm under every 
code pay chics, but substantially leaves 
this government-controlled method of 
financing administration the only ave- 
nue which may be followed. 


Industries, under the order, will not 


be required to, but 
will 
have the 


right to apply NRA for approval of 
a financing plan, which shall be put 
into effect if Johnson "shall find ap- 
proval by him of such a clause is 
necessary." 


Non-payment will constitute viola- 


tion of the code, subject the firm in- 
clved to withdrawal of the eagle, de- 
privation of all suit for collection on 
the part of the Code Authority.

Permit From. France 


BARBIZON, France.—(A')—A police 


raid on a mysterious and secluded 
villa here Sunday revealed that Leon 
Trotzky, exiled Soviet 
leader, 
had 


been living there for three months in 
secrecy, fearing attacks on his life. 


Officers had surrounded the villa 


for 36 hours, thinking they had dis- 
covered a secret arms cache or a ren- 
dezvous of'Stavisky gangsters. Threats 
against Trotzky's life have kept him in 
flight from enemies for the past year, 
secret police revealed. 


The "man without a country." who 


has wandered over Europe and Tur- 
key since his fall from power in 1927, 
came to France from Corsica last July, 
slopping at Royal. Renewed threats 
against him brought authorization of 
the French government for him to 
hide, with Mrs. Trotzky, at Barbizon. 


"I am an old conspirator," Trotzky 


told police, "I am now preparing for 
the Fourlh Internationale." 


When Ibe officials entered, the erst- 


while Soviet minister of war and head 
of the Supreme Economic Council was 
seated at a desk on which two revolv- 
ers lay. He admitted that the secrecy 
was prompted through fear of venge- 
ance of White Russians. Trotzky in 
recent years has frequently bill erron- 
eously been reported the victim of as- ' 
fascination attacks.

Arkansas' State Hospital operated 


in the fiscal year 193334 at a saving of 
596.793.06 under the cost of the pre- 
ceding year, according to the annual 
statement of the hospital board to 
Governor Futroll April 7, a copy of 
which was released this week-end to 
The Star by Dr. A. C. Kolb of Hope, 
board member. 


The report shows that total ex- 


pense this year is 5486,489.85 against 
$576,917.64 for the preceding year. 


.Extravagance Ended 


"This saving," the report continues, 


"has not been effected by reducing 
the amount of food, service or cloth- 
ing given to the patients of this in- 
stitution. This saving is due to the 
fact that waste and extravagance has 
been eliminated in all departments, 
and care had been taken to see that 
goods! purchased for the hospital are 
used for the benefit of the patients, 
and is not carried away. 


"The 
actual expenditures for the 


last year were $90,427.79 less than the 
total expenditures of the previous 
year when the hospital was under the 
management "of Dr; L. R. Brown,'and 
in addition to this saving almost 54.- 
000.00 was spent in renovating and 
properly equipping the center kitchen, 
which has resulted in better cooked 
and served food for patients. This is 
now a clean and modern kitchen and 
the cost of this work is not properly a 
part of the operating cost but was paid 
for out of operating revenue.

"In addition to this sum. $2.450.00 


was paid to an architect to plan and 
supervise the 
?100,000.00 
worth of 


work on the war buildings of this in- 
stitution by the CWA as this is not 
provided for by this agency of the 
government.

A Stirring Gesture

The fruits of our victory 
have vanished . . . the Victory medals, 
now empty emblems in defeat, we 
surrender, one to each combatant na- 
tion, to be melted down in metal and 
swallowed with all other rewards of 
armed conflict in payment of the war 
costs of the world."

the report card. The child takes it 
home as a rule in fear and trembling. 
There is that 70 in language, the 60 in 
conduct, and nothing over 80 on its 
brazen surface. 


He knows he's in for it, and yet all 


month he has done the bast he could. 
Well—perhaps he talked too much, or 
didn't help it. He got so stiff and 
kind of lonely sitting still and trying 
to concentrate, that he felt the need 
of company. He is a very friendly 
little ehap and there's Pete right be- 
hind him, who understands him even 
better than the teacher. 


But still and all he has really tried. 


Alid it just happened 
that on the 


monthly tests they asked all the ques- 
tions he didn't know. Now if they'd 
only asked abbut nouns instead ot" 
verbs and participles he would have 
made about 90 in language. But he 
can't get particles through his head. 
and those conjunctions that • bounce 
about so, and antecedents—why, he'll 
never get them straight if he lives to 
be a hundred. 


Facing Parents 


He keeps his report card hidden for 


two days, then the teacher tells him 
they're all in, signed, but his. He is [ 
to produce it next day at the latest. 


'So that night he faces the lions. Dad 


looks over it and says he won't sign 
it. Mother says she's going to have 
a talk with the teacher. 


Jimmy takes it back and it isn't 


signed. "I thought it was something 
like that," says the teacher. "You 
•didn't show it to your parents at all." 


"Yes, I did, but Dad said he would- 


n't sign it." 


"I'm 
not surprised." replies the 


teacher. "I wouldn't sign it myself. 
That 60 in conduct tells the whole 
story. If you paid more attention and 
stopped talking to Pete, you'd hear 
something once in a while." 


"I can't get verbs. I don't know 


what it's all about," defends Jimmy. 


"What! After all my work and 


trouble. I think you'll have to go 
back in a lower grade and do it all 
over again." 


Jimmy blanches. "Oh, please, Miss 


Smith. I'll try. I'll try harder than 
ever. Really I will." 


So he's kept on and the next month 


is just about the same, 65 in conduct 
and 70 in language. 


Troirble Increases 


He is pretty good in arithmetic. Only 


in denominate numbers there is so 
much multiplying and dividing of big 
figures that he makes little mistakes. 
He tries but some little demon insists 
on putting down a four for a five. 
And there's only one right answer. 
No credit is given for correct process. 


He goes through the year with that 


club of a report card over his head, 
i 


At finals some way he is shoved 


through because it looks better on the ; 
school's records to have so many chil- j 
dren "pass." He gets into diagram- 
ming now, and those conjunctions and 
antecedents and participles are real 
enemies. 


More trouble to face, more hiding | 


of report cards. More lectures. And | 
all the time he is doing the best he 
can, or almost. No credit for trying. 
No sympathy for mistakes. No any- 
thing. 


Is it quite fair? Couldn't a parent 


spot weak places and try to help a 
little at home? Mental confusion can- 
not be cleared by lectures. It needs 
looking into and correcting. It needs 
sympathetic help. 


A parent needs to analyze a report 


card and look behind figures. If we 
all had to return report cards for ev- 
erything we do we would average- 
about 50 per cent. Let us have a 
heart where poor Jimmy is concerned.

Bolivia C l a i m s Bloody 


Victory Against 


Paraguay 


LA PAZ, Bolivia.—(/P)—A major en- 


gagement in the Chaco war zone was 
•wealed Sunday night by the Bo- 
ivian War Office, which said the 
combat was still raging and that more 
han 1.200 Paraguayans had been kill- 
ed and wounded. 


The War Office said a wing move- 


ment of its outposts in the Conchita- 
3ileomayo sector may have turned the 
ide of battle. This announcement was 
ollowccl by a report from tho Boliv- 
ian office on the Chaco front which 
said the Paraguayans had been led 
into a snare by the Bolivian wing 
movement. 


The report said 
that after seven 


bloody clashes ''assaults on our lines 
were turned back at a cost of approxi- 
mately 800 Casualties to the enemy."
